Gen. Hull Rejects

TOKYO W -G en . John E. Hull, 
U S. Far East com mander, angrily 
rejected today Soviet charges that 
the B29 plane shot down by So­ 
viet MIGs Sunday was over or 
near Russian-held islands. 
“ Not by the wildest stretch of 
the imagination coulld it be con­ 
sidered over Russian-held territo­ 
ry,’’ Hull said. 
“ At no time was 
it near the Soviet base.” 
Hull referred to the Soviet MIG 
base on the southern end of Kuna* 
shiri Island, southernmost of the 
Kurile chain which was given to 
Russia in the now controversial 
Yalta agreement. 
He said the plane also was “ fired 
on without warning and did not 
return fire.” 
“ A more flagrant incident would 
hardly be possible,” Hull told new s 
men. 
Two Red MIGs flew out of the 
sun and shot down the plane with 
out warnings. Ten crewmen para 
chuted to safety but the lith was 
killed. His death brought the num 
ber of Americans killed by Russian 
pilots in the F ar East in such in­ 
cidents to 36.

Kansas City 
Becomes Majors1 
Western Outpost 
■ 
NEW YORK IU*—Kansas City, a 
rip-roaring frontier town in cov­ 
ered wagon days, becam e the last 
western outpost of m ajor league 
baseball today—perhaps for years 
to come. 
The movement of the Philadel­ 
phia Athletics franchise to Kansas 
City Monday was expected to bring 
stabilization to the m ajor leagues. 
It was the third switch of a fran ­ 
chise within two years after more 
than a half century in which the 
baseball map 
was undisturbed. 
But when Kansas City took over 
the distressed franchise of the Ath­ 
letics, it also becam e apparent that 
any further moves for the tim e be­ 
ing were out of the question. 
In the first place, no other city 
seeking major league recognition, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Dal­ 
las, Houston, M inneapolis and St. 
Paul, Toronto or M ontreal, is ready 
with the proper facilities. 
In die second place, there is now 
no major league team which has 
undergone such financial setbacks 
as the Boston B raves of two years 
ago, the St. Louis Browns of last 
year, or the Philadelphia Athletics 
of the just com pleted 1954 season 
There was speculation that Lou 
Boudreau, recently deposed m ana­ 
ger of the Red Sox. and Parke 
Carroll, general m anager of the i 
Kansas City Blues, might be sum ­ 
moned for those two positions with 
the new Athletics. 
Arnold Johnson, 47,year-old Chi 
cago millionaire, also had another 
little problem on his hand. 
Sud­ 
denly, after M onday’s operations, 
he owned three ball parks. 
And 
right away he has to dispose of all 
of them. 
Too Many Parks 
The first big stipulation in the ap 
proval of Johnson as a club owner 
and Kansas City as a new locale 
by the American league, was that 
he had to sell Yankee Stadium . He 
agreed to dispose of his holdings 
But in buying the stock, m ortgages 
and physical holdings of the Mack 
fam ily in Philadelphia, he also ac­ 
quired Connie Mack Stadium . And 
he already owned Blues Stadium 
in Kansas City where his A’s will 
play next season 
The American league gave him 
90 days to dispose of Yankee S ta­ 
dium , but he thought he could do 
it much more quickly than that 
He also expects to sell his newly- 
acquired Philly ball park in a few 
days to Bob C arpenter, the owner 
of th* National league Philadel­ 
phia franchise. 
And city officials 
ta Kansas City already arranged 
to relieve him of hjs responsibility 
there by taking over the ball park 
after voting a bond issue to expand 
the park.
